Dear Editor: 

I findl it impossibie to sit 
by and not respond to the 
letter printed in the News of 
September 6, for it indicates 
how “conditioned” the 
American people are to the 
IH’opaganda in our news¬ 
papers, magazines, on radio 
and TV. 

A couple of years ago if 
a businessman or home- 
owner displayed his Ameri¬ 
can flag daily, he was con¬ 
sidered a "nut.” Today, 
these same patriotic Ameri¬ 
cans are considered mater¬ 
ialistic if they have a desire 
to show openl y the ir patriot- 
is. Can we EVER have too 
many flags flying? 

However, my main reason 
for responding is to ask why 
Americans should give 
21,000 to CARE and Radio 
Free Europe to fight Com¬ 
munism! Is it because they 
hear “public service” spot 
announcements on _ their 
radios or see an emotional¬ 
ly appealing plea for funds 
In a magazine or on TV? I 
am afraid it is. 

A close look at the docu¬ 
mentation on CARE shows 
that it is part of the “world 
cooperative movement,” an 
important cog in the ma¬ 
chinery working toward one- 
world government If this 
means little to the reader, 
please obtain a copy of the 
U.S. Senate hearings of 
March 4, 1958; the booklet 
entiUed, ‘The United States 
As a Satellite Nation . . . 
Under Which Flag?”; and 
“Collectivism In The 
Churches," by Bundy. Mur¬ 
ray D. Lincoln, chairman of 
the board of CARE has also 
been a vice president (along 
with A. Shokholov of the 
USSR) of the International 
Cooperative Alliance for at 
least 12 years. 

As for Radio Free Europe, 

I should like to quote from 
a recent issue of ‘Truth — 
Forum,” Post Office Box 51- 
M, Pasadena, California: 

“In the city of Munich, 
Germany, are the principal 
studios and headquarters of 
Radio Free Europe. Its front 
in the United States is 
known as Crusade For Free¬ 
dom. Many newspaper edi¬ 
tors ais well as radio and TV 
stations in America are so 
naive as to lend their facili¬ 
ties (mostly for free) to 
these twin fruads that are 
publicized as combatting 
Communism in Europe. 

“It is generally known 
here and in all West Ger¬ 
many that RFE is primarily 
engaged in furthering the 
Tito’ line of Communism 
and a similar brand of the 
same ideology which was 
imposed on Czecho-Slovakla 
when Stalin’s puppet Ed¬ 
uard Benes returned there in 
May 1945. 

“An official statement of 
RFE, before me at the mom¬ 
ent, says RFE ‘is an inde¬ 
pendent, private operation 
supported by the American 
people through voluntary 
contributions to Crusade 
For Freedom.’ That is a 
palpable and blatant false¬ 
hood as revealed on page 
two of this same official 
RFE release which states 
that ‘Crusade For Freedom 
help support Radio Free 
Europe.’ However, it is quite 
true that Americans do sup¬ 
port RFE with their contri¬ 


butions, for some extreme 
liberals in the United States, 
many of alien origin, re¬ 
duce their income tax by 
making donations to RFE, 
such contributions being tax 
deductible. It is true that 
most of the millions for this 
Communist-aided operation 
come from the taxpayers in 
the USA. The funds are sup¬ 
plied through the ‘hush- 
hush’ agencies of our State 
Department which subsi¬ 
dizes this fraudulent opera¬ 
tion. 

“For years it has been the 
haven and financial support 
for scores of Communists 
and fellow travelers, parti¬ 
cularly those from Czecho¬ 
slovakia and Hungary. The 
first chief of the Hungarian 
desk at RFE was Count Des- 
sewffy, well known leftist 
and former mejnber of the 
Communist uncierground or¬ 
ganization in Budapest, fur¬ 
thering Soviet aims during 
World War II and after¬ 
wards. His successor, An¬ 
drew Gellert, had been as¬ 
sociated with a man named 
Hlmler in Austria, who 
hunted down and actually 
sold important Hungarians 
to the Bed regime in Hun¬ 
gary alter he personally 
confiscated all their prop¬ 
erty in Austria or Germany. 
Although born in Hungary, 
Himler was not Hungarian 
and had been expelled from 
all the schools there on 
morals charges. Nice back¬ 
ground lor the chief of the 
Hungarian desk at RFE. 

“Two other Hungarians at 
RFE were Bela Horvath and 
Irme Vamos. They had two 
assistants ■ named Kiraly 
and Molnar. During the 
Hungarian revolution of 
1956 these four writers of 


scripts lor RFE were the 
faithful men of William 
Griffith, at that time the 
American political advisor 
at RFE. Because of the scan¬ 
dal that arose over the mis¬ 
leading broadcast to the 
Hungarian freedom fighters, 
resulting in the death of 
many thousands, Horvath, 
Vamos and the other two 
were fired from RFE. The 
wife of Vamos was and still 
is working as a secretary at 
RFE. Both Vamose and Hor¬ 
vath went to Budapest. It is 
reported here that they were 
cordially received by the 
Communist regime in Hun¬ 
gary and thanked for their 
aid to the Communist cause 
while they were at RFE. 

“Very recently several 
more Czechs who were at 
RFE redefected to Prauge 
alter having carried out 
their assignments lor the 
Communist regime in 
Czecho-Slovakla. In the past 
ten years more than a score 
of such pro-Communists 
have redelected from RFE to 
Praguue. The present chief 
of the Czech desk at RFE is 
Milos Vanek Whose Com¬ 
munist background is well 
known here and in the 
United States. Several 
Czechs in the USA have told 
me of their intimate know¬ 
ledge concerning Vanek’s 
Red relations. 'The powerful 
leftist influences in New 
York that are affiliated with 
Crusade For Freedom and 
Radio PYee Europe see to it 
that such as Vanek remain 
at RFE. 

“And this is the outfit the 
American people are a.sked 
to support with their ‘Truth 
Dollars.’ Nice way to combat 
Communism.” 

In closing I should like to 
commend our patriotic edi¬ 
tor lor his support of the

Regarding the column by 
Lee Shlppey, in your Sep¬ 
tember 6th issue titled 
“Drug Profit.” Obviously, Mr. 
Shippey has done very little 
investigation on the sub- 
ject. 

First, let’s take the amend¬ 
ment to the food and drug 
bill which Senator Kefauver 
fough for—to limit drug 
profit of patended drugs to 
500%. We are not talking 
about retail markup of a 
finished product. A pound) of 
steel costs about 5 cents— 
yet a pound of watch 
springs made from that steel 
is worth more than 25 cents. 
When a large drug manu¬ 
facturer invests millions of 
dollars in research and de¬ 
velopment of a new drug— 
it is hard to put a definite 
markup on the drug. There 
are many thousands of new 
drugs that never reach the 
public because advance re¬ 
search proves them to be of 
little therapeutic value or 


too toxic. Who is to pay lor 
the vast sums used in these 
efforts by private enter- 
prUeT When a company 
comes up with a new drug 
that might cure the sick— 
are they not entitled to the 
patent laws of our free 
economy? Would it be right 
for t!i.elr competitors to mar¬ 
ket the drug without the 
costs of research? They 
coul^surelv do it at a Irac- 
tlonw markup. In Russia— 
there is no profit on drugs— 
there are no patent laws— 
there are no new drugs. 
Russia, or any other Commu¬ 
nist country, has not come 
up with one new drug in the 
last 25 years—they just copy 
ours. 

New dIrugs have lengthened 
our life expectancy by many 
years and cure many dis¬ 
eases in very short time, lor 
which, not too many years 
ago, involved long periods 
of suffering, hospitalization 
and or death. THE MOST 
EXPENSIVE DRUG IS THE 
ONE THAT IS NOT AVAIL¬ 
ABLE WHEN NEEDED to 
cure a particular illness. 

When the government 
reaches the point where it 
tells a private business— 
whether it be drug manu¬ 
facturer or watch main 
spring manufacturer — how 
to figure its profit or how 
much profit it can make— 
you no longer have free en¬ 
terprise. Mr. Shippey, you 
have dictatorship or Com¬ 
munism. 

Regarding the drug Tha¬ 
lidomide, there was never 
one tablet dispensed from 
a pharmacy to the public. 
It was part of an American 
drug company research pro¬ 
gram to clinically prove the 
safety and value of this
